Ordinance introduced 


In order to protect the Key Route 
system and at the same time. en- 
courage other railroads to extend an 
interurban street car service here an 
ordinance regulating motor on 
the streets of Richmond as an ex- 
tension of street railroads, was in- 
troduced and given its first reading 
and ordered to take its usual course 
for adaption 

The ordinance refers to bus lines 
cperated as feeders to and extensions 
of street car systems, and provides 
that such companies must make ap- 


buses 


plication to the city. council for per- | 


mit to operate a bus line and that 
such lines must be owned and opcrat- 
ed under the same management 
street railroads in Richmond. 

In making applications for per- 
mits to operate bus lines companies 
must designate routs to be tra- 
versed; minimum schedules; transfer 
points; number of busses’ to be 
operated with their type and horse 
power; the name, age and residences’ 
of the applicants.

convenience warrants it. 

Other provisions of the ordinance 
are: 

Applicant must pay a $10 license 
fee; the holder of the permit may 
increase the number of buses and 
the schedule when traffic warrents 
it; the permit will be in effect dur- 
ing the life of the franchise of the 
railroad; may be revoked at any time 
by the city council or by apbiicstion 
to the city council. 


Penalty is Provided 


A penalty of a $500 fine or six 
months in the county jail or both ifs 
provided for violation of any part of 
the ordinance. 

The ordinance will tike effect im- 
mediately after. its final passage by 
the city council. 

Application for permit to operate 
the bus service in «connection with 
the Richmond street car system and 
the new ferry system, will he made 
by the Key Route system immediately 
after the ordinance has been passed, 
it is expected.

1925 A BOOM YEAR 


In the nine months period ended Spetember 30th of this year 
ur exports of “foodstuffs crude condition, and food animals” were 
15,000,000 less in value than for the corresponding period of 1923. 
ut for the ten months period ended October 31, they were $63,- 

,00Q grater than for the corresponding period of 1923. This 
marvelous comeback was due to the exportation in October last of 
aver $100,000,000 worth of this group of commodities, compared | 
with less than $22,000,000 worth for October, 1923. The de- 
partment of commerce predicts a record year for 1925 in our ex- 
port trade ‘if there are .no radical political or economic changes | 
abroad.” The markets which the democrats promised in the recent 
presidential campaign ar being delivered under the republican ad- 


ministration which is to continue. | 


_ Our foreign trade for the ten months ended October totaled 
$6,552,000,000 in 1923 and ....6,632,000,000 in 1924, an in 
crease of $80,000,000. In the 1923 period our favorable balance 
of trade totaled $127,000,000; in 1924 it totaled ..671,000,000 
or an increase of $544,000,000. If this rate keeps up throughout 
the entire year, as it will more than likely do, the books will balance 
at the end of 1924 with $80,000,000 in our favor. Out of that sum 
we will have to pay in the neighborhood of $400,000,000 for carry 
ing our goods in foreign vessels, for they will have delivered, com- 
ing and going, nearly $4,000,000,000 worth of our foreign trade, 
and freight, insurance, etc., account for about 10 per cent of the 
value of the goods. There are also other invisible balances to be 
taken from that $800,000,000—immigrant remittances, tourist ex- 
penditures, abroad, and the like, which are, in turn, offset by 1 

terest on our investments abroad, and other items. 


Comparing the ten months period for 1923 and 1924, we find 
on the import side of the ledger that crude materials for use in manu- 
facturing decreased from $1,188,000,000 to $997,000,000, due in 
part to the fact that in 1923 there was prodigious buying of this 
class of goods abroad to meet the stimulus created by the re 
turn to the protective policy. Crude foodstuffs and food animals 
increased from $287,000,000 to $347,000,000 much of this class 
of goods consisting of non-competitory products such as tea, coffee, 
cocoa, tropical fruits and nuts, etc., the prices of which rose 
considerably, Manufactured foodstuffs showed a decrease from 
$466,000,000 to $465 ,000,000 ; partly manufactured goods from 

15,000,000 to $534,000,000; and finished manufactures from 

1,000,000 to $620,000,000. Imports as a whole decreased 
from $3,212,000,000 to $2,981,000. 

i On the export side: Exports of crude materials increased from 

$859,000,000 to $962,000,000; crude foodstuffs from $228,000,- 

- to $291,500,000. (Grains are included in this group). Manu- 
factured foodstuffs decreased from $474,000,000 to $467,000.- |

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‘Population Is to 
Become Stationary 


(By Universal Service) 


prams OY 


CHICAGO, Dec. 29.— With the 
spread of the practice of birth con- 
trol which he declared has long 


prevailed in America, and with the 
recuction of foreign immigration, the 
population of the United States is 
likely to become stationary much 
sooner than most people realize, ac- 
cording to Dr. Louis I. Dublin, statis- 
tician of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company. Dr. Dublin. ex- 
presses this view to members of 
the American Statistical Association 
of which he is president. 

“In order to keep the population 
at its present figure, it is necessary 
to have families of at least three 
children,” he says. The statistical 
basis of this estimate is as follows: 
A thousand married owmen must 
have 1,268 daughters to replace them 
selves under present mortality con- 


thousand families must have 2,618 
children which means that each fam- 
ily must on the avergae procuce 2.6 
children during the entire reproduc- 
tive period to replace the original 
quota from which the parents spring. 
“Not al families children,
